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THE VALUE OF DREAMS 
A practical world has little use for dreams, un­ 
less they are the kind whose dreams can be 
translated into dollars and cents by a shrewd 
promoter. 
George Russell, the famous "AE” of 
Irish poetry , who told an American audience the 
other night to cultivate dreams as a release for 
hidden genius, probably does not ex pect that 
very many people will take him seriously . Never­ 
theless, in a sadly inperfect world there ought 
to be plenty of us ready to adopt any device for 
rounding off the sharp corners of ex istence. 
That was how Mr. Russell’s own dreams began. 
As a y oung man, he worked in an office, and he 
hated it. He found th at the best way out was to 
create a dream world of his own in which he 
might live in the evenings. He devoted himself 
to this venture, night after night, then he found 
that dreams began to come to him unsought, de­ 
veloping within him a genius whose ex istence 
he had hardly suspected. 
Poetry came to him 
while he slept, just as it did to Coleridge. The 
unreal world became real, and life became the 
richer for it. 
All of this does not seem to have much prac­ 
tical relationship to the affairs of every day life. 
Yet the ordinary man spends a good cjeal of his 
spare time try ing to devise way s of making his 
life a little bit more endurable, a little bit more 


happy ; and Mr. Russell’s prescription is the one 
most of us come to sooner or later. 
For the world is a different place to the dream­ 
er. Its pitiless realities do not dismay him q uite 
so much, for he senses another world behind the 
relaities. He has invented a place of his own; 
and if it does not really ex ist he knows th at it 
ought to, and he feels, illogicaUy , th at some day 
it will. 
And that is the peculiar value of dreams. In 
the course of centuries they do, somehow, ge 
transposed into fact. Life today is conditioner 
by the forgotten dreams of millions of men who 
have been dead for centuries. Things go a little 
bit more easily because of those forgotten 
dreams; a little bit of cruelty and hardness has 
been taken out of the world because of them. 
This, perhaps, was hardly what Mr. Russell 
had in mind. He was talking chiefly of poetry . 
But what is poetry , after all, but a kind of 
dreaming set down on paper? 
The poet writes w hat he writes because of his 
dreams—or his visions, if y ou prefer th at word; 
and if he is a great poet the world shares in his 
dreams, and takes them seriously , and sooner or 
later tries to shape some part of its daily routine 
in accordance with them. The “practical man 
scorns dreams, of course; but he lives by them 
without knowing it.

Of this class I might 
mention the first man I ever 
knew by name, after we came 
here in May , 18 61, from Boone 
County , Ky .—Jonathan Noble— 
in one of whose tenant houses we 
first located and where as an in­ 
q uisitive "kid,’* bent on investi­ 
gation, I overturned a beehive, 
to interview the ocupants. I re­ 
ceived a warm welcome and busy 
reception. The farm is now owned 
. and occupied by Dan Long at 
Gings. 
Jonathan Noble was born in 
Clermont county . Ohio, March 12, 
18 25 , and came with the family 
to Rush county , in 18 34, locating 
in Union township, where he 
grew to manhood amid natures 
wilds and subscription schools. 
January 24, 18 5 0, he was m ar­ 
ried to Lucinda G. Smith, a 
daughter of Ebenczcr Smith and 
wife. To this union were born 
seven children. “Jot," as famili­ 
arly known joined the Methodist 
church, in 18 5 6 at Fairview un­ 
der Rev. James Burns, long since 
dead, and in this faith, he lived 
and died, a sincere and faithful 
member.

A school house stood near the 
church, called toe Bunker Hill 
school and just across the road 
was a burial plat about a rod 
sq uare, which is still visible, with 
its mournful, dilapdated, broken 
slabs and fence. The church was 
known as Wallers Chapel—now 
the Plum Creek Christian church 
A fine gravel road now connects 
it with Gings. Wallers Chapel 
was the place of worship of Mr. 
Noble, where for y ears he held 
some position in the church. 
In October 18 72, the late Dan- 


was lux urious growth. 
September 26, 18 70, Rod Spen­ 
cer was employ ed by Michael 
Ging to lay off a town south of 
the old Connersville road and it 
became and is known as Gings. 
At that time a fitter name would 
have been "Murdock.” Mr. Ging 
was later killed by falling tim ­ 
bers, in wrecking a barn, for 
timbers to be used, in building 
an elevator. 
In 18 67, the "Calico” railroad 
laid its iron from Rushville to 
Cambridge City and cut off the 
ex treme southeast c o r ne r of 
Noble’s farm and so close to his 
barn, th at for safety , he moved 
it some 60 feet north. The old 
house, occupied by the Noble 
family , has been moved, but still 
stands at the intersection of the 
Plum Creek and Fairview roads, 
while an elegant and commodi­ 
ous frame building, has taken its 
place and is owned by Dan Long, 
who owns the south half of the 
Noble farm. 
After Hamilton’s death this 
property , fell to his wife and at 
her death to her children—Mrs. 
Melvina Murphy and F. M. Ham­ 
ilton, Jr., now a practicing attor­ 
ney at Bellingham, Washington. 
Ebenezer Smith lived some two 
miles east by south of what is 
now Ging’s station. Ging’s Cor­ 
ner, was during the Civil war a 
postal 
station, and horseback 
riders carried the mail from 
Rushville to Falmouth with stops 
at Link’s store, (Smelser’s Mill) 
Hittle’s Store, Gings Corner, Fair­ 
view to Falmouth. Mail on that 
line, was light and uncertain. 
The Smith family came from 
the Carolina’s at an early date 
and settled in Union township, 
and no family , which has been 
so intimately connected 
with 
public affairs, ever did less ad­ 
vertising than did the Smith 
family . Personal publicity was 
far from their liking and the 
biographer, who attem pts a fam ­ 
ily record of their own produc­ 
tion, f o r public consumption, 
needs only his thumb nail to re­ 
cord it on. Ebenezar the Second, 
has promised so often to furnish 
a short family biography , for our 
“butchery ,” t h a t he is no w 
classed with “Peter Pindar” and 
"Marco Polo.” 
Quoting from the obituary of 
Jonathan Noble, found in No­ 
vember 28 , 1901, issue of t h e 
Rushville Jacksonian, “His pass­ 
ing away will be felt as a person­ 
al loss, by all who knew him and 
his last ho ur? o n earth, when 


with faltering voice he tried to 
sing “All Hail the Power of Je­ 
sus Name” and “Saviour, More 
Than Life to Me,” showed how 
sincerely he believed and how 
hopefully he died, and as the 
sun sank below the horizon and 
vanished forever from his sight, 
he passed from time to eternity 
to enjoy the promise of eternal 
life.” 
John E. Smith, my first teach­ 
er, was the last of but one or two 
of the large pioneer family to 
survive. 
Judge Springer, of Conners­ 
ville is a cousin of Donald Smith, 
attorney 
of 
Indianapolis — his 
mother being a sister of Ben L. 
Smith, son of Ebenezer. 
Joseph Heaton, a well known 
man of Noble township dropped 
dead in front of Sig. Bambergers 
store, on Second street, January 
10, 1901 while talking to Oscar 
Applegate of th at township. He 
had just left the Rushville Na­ 
tional Bank and was on his way 
to the People’s Bank, when he 
met Applegate and stopped to 
talk about local and personal af­ 
fairs. He complained of a prickly 
sensation in his right temple as 
of needle pricks, attributing it to 
the cold. A s M r. Applegate 
turned to go, he looked at the 
court house clock, when Heaton 
touched him on the arm and ex ­ 
claimed, “Oscar I’m going.” Os­ 
car turned at once, but was too 
late to catch the falling man. 
whose head struck the pavement 
so hard as to draw blood and 
death followed q uickly . Dr. Linn 
was the first doctor to reach him 
while Dr. Parson was nex t, but 
he was bey ond hum an aid. 
D r. Wooden 
(coroner) w a s 
called and viewed t h e body : 
which was then taken to Chur­ 
chill and Company ’s undertaking 
parlor, on a stretcher. Mr. Heat­ 
on was past 79 y ears of age and 
came to Rush county , w h e n 
y oung, from Kentucky and set­ 
tled in Noble township, where 
he had lived for some six ty y ears. 
He left three sons viz. Stant. 
Thomas and John Heaton and a 
daughter, Mrs. Lena Patterson. 
The chronology of 1901, con­ 
tains many well known names. 
Henry Cline aged 8 9 dropped 
dead in his kitchen from acute 
inflammation of the lungs. He 
came here with his parents, from 
Kentucky , when q uite y oung and 
settled near Griffin Station. His 
wife but no children survived 
him. He was buried in Beckner’s 
cemetery , west; of Arlington, Rev. 
M. B. Hy de officiating. Among 
others, who died th at y ear were: 
Jared Ford, James, Harvey Carr, 
Samuel Abercrombie, Prof. Eli 
Butler (suicide), at Winchcester, 
John Arnold and Samp. Wilson. 
The present y ear gives promise 
of many more—

Washington, March 28 XA.P.) 


—Chain stores and the legisla- 
tures of many states will keep a 
weather-eye on the supreme 
court when it meets'April 13 in 
expectation of a decision in the 
Indiana chain store tax case. 


If the statute is upheld some 


of the harmony in the jingle of 
chain store cash registers may 
vanish. 


The Indiana law frankly is an 


attempt to regulate and check 
the growth of the chains. Fami- 
liar arguments for and against 
them were heard in briefs and 
speeches attorneys presented to 
the court. 


A federal three-judge district 


court in Indianapolis declared 
the tax unreasonable and the 
law void, but Indiana appealed. 


The law was passed in 1929. 


Under it taxes range from $3 for 
one store to $25 for each over 20. 


Lafayette Jackson of Indian- 


apolis, operating 225 stores as 
the Standard Grocery Company, 
assailed the law as discrimina- 
tory and unconstitutional. 


He said an example of its un- 


fairness was his tax of $5,443 as 
compared with that of many de- 
partment stores which did a 
bigger business but paid only $3. 


The Indiana boa'rd of tax com- 


missioners in defending the law 
said a state had the right to 
••discourage- a specific business 
and encourage another class." 


Jackson replied facts "support 


the conclusion of the court be- 
low that the act does not relate 
to public health, public welfare, 
public morals or public safety." 


One attack by a state law on 


chain stores has already failed 
in the supreme court. 


A Pennsylvania law which 


prohibited members of a corpor- 
ation from acquiring a drug 
store unless they were licensed 
pharmacists was declared un- 
constitutional 


The North' Carolina chain

PHYSICAL DEFECTS 


WILL BE ATTACKED 


Children Urged to be Physi- 
cally Fit When They Enter 


School in Fall. 


Indianapolis, March 28—(A.P.) 
Elimination or correction of 


physical defects in little children 
before they enter school again 
will hold the attention this sum- 
mer of the Indiana Congress of 
Parents and Teachers. 


Mrs. Charles M. Dawson, chair- 


man of the Indiana Congress, 
said the cooperation of parent- 
teacher associations, medical and 
dental societies and others had 
been promised for the work this 
year. 
The object of the "summer 


round-up of children" as the 
event is known, is to send into 
school each September the enter- 
ing class of children as free as 
possible from remedial physical 
defects. 
The ultimate goal, Mrs. Dawson 


said, is to educate parents to the 
need for early periodic examina- 
tions of their children by the 
family physician and dentist in 
order to secure correction of 
hampering defects, which might 
not otherwise be discovered until 
the child enters school. 


Such childrens' roundups were 


inaugurated by the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers in 
1925 
and have been conducted 


each year since throughout the 
United States. 
^Indiana .CongressL. follows the 
general plan of having a physi- 
cal examination of the children 
in the spring. Where defects are 
found, the child then is referred 
to the family physician and 
dentist for final opinion and 
treatment A check-up is made in 
the fall to determine how far cor- 
rections have been made.

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THE VALUE OF DREAMS 


A practical world has little use for dreams, un- 


less they are the kind, whose dreams can be 
translated into dollars and cents by a shrewd 
promoter. George Russell, the famous "AE" of 
Irish poetry, who told an American audience the 
other night to cultivate dreams as a release for 
hidden genius, probably does not expect that 
very many people will take him seriously. Never- 
theless, in a sadly inperfect world there ought 
to be plenty of us ready to adopt any device for 
rounding off the sharp corners of existence. 


That was how Mr. Russell's own dreams began. 


As a young man, he worked in an office, and he 
hated it. He found that the best way out was to 
create a dream world of his own in which he 
might live in the evenings. He devoted himself 
to this venture, night after night, then he found 
that dreams began to come to him unsought, de- 
veloping within him a genius whose existence 
he had hardly suspected. Poetry came to him 
while he slept, just as it did to Coleridge. The 
unreal world became real, and life became the 
richer for it. 


All of this does not seem to have much prac- 


tical relationship to the affairs of everyday life. 
Yet the ordinary man spends a good deal of his 
spare tune trying to devise ways of making his 
life a little bit more endurable, a little bit more

Newkirk and Noble traded 
The recent sudden death of iel B. 


Will E. Havens, on March 17th, 
brings to mind that he was 
among the last of a family, that 
years ago were prominently con- 
nected with the history of Rush- 
ville and Rush county, but is 
now fastly approaching extinc- 
tion. Homer Havens and Horatio 
Havens are the sole survivors of 
that family now in business here. 


Years ago, many of the name 


were engaged in business here. 
George Havens was the most 
promiscuous of the name being; 
engaged in hardware, grocery 
and other occupations. As town- 
ship trustee he did much to .ele- 
vate the schools of the township. 
He was the father of Horatio, 
now engaged in Dry Good and 
Shoe business here under the 
firm name of Callahan and Com- 
pany, or will be, when their room 
is completed. A recent disastrous 
fire wiped out store room and 
contents, but an up-to-date one 
has risen on the ruins. 


On his mother's side Horatio 


comes from a family very promi- 
nent in the early settlement of 
this county, his mother being a 
daughter of Eon. Leonidas Sex- 
ton, who was a son of Horatio 
Sexton, one of the first resident 
physicians of Rush county. 


The Laughlin, Pugh, Sexton 


and many otne-r families who 
made up Rushville, when platted 
are now un-named among us 
but by intermarriage, now by an- 
other name, of entirely extinct. 
In an earlier article notice was 
taken of those illustrious fami- 
lies, but many were un-named, 
in either the Arnold history of 
Rush county, or in the more re 
cent one issued by Gary and 
Thomas. Of this class I might 
mention the first man I ever 
knew by name, after we came 
here in May, 1861. from Boonc 
County, Ky.—Jonathan Noble— 
in one of whose tenant houses we 
first located and where as an in- 
quisitive "kid," bent on investi- 
gation, I overturned a beehive 
to interview the ocupants. I re- 
ceived a warm welcome and busy 
reception. The farm is now owned 
and occupied by Dan Long at 
Gings. 


Jonathan Noble was born in 


Clermont county. Ohio, March 12 
1825, and came with the family 
to Rush county, in 1834, locating 
in Union township, where l\e 
grew to manhood amid natures 
wilds and subscription schools 
January 24, 1850, he was mar- 
ried to Lucinda G. Smith, a 
daughter of Ebenezer Smith and 
wife. To this union were born 
seven children. -Jot," as. famili- 
arly known joined the Methodis 
church, in 1856 at Fairview un 
der Rev. James Burns, long since 
dead, and in this faith, he livec 
and died, a sincere and faithful 
member. 


A school house stood near th 
' church, called toe Bunker Hi!

And that is the peculiar value of dreams. In 


the course of centuries they do, somehow, ge 
transposed into fact. Life today is conditioned 
by the forgotten dreams of millions of men who 
have been dead for centuries. Things go a little 
bit more easily because of those forgotten 
dreams; a little bit of cruelty, and hardness has 
been taken out of the world because of them. 


This, perhaps, 'was hardly what Mr. Russell 


had in mind. He was talking chiefly of ppetry 
But what is poetry, after all, but a kind o 
dreaming set down on paper? 


The poet writes what he writes because of hi 


dreams—or his visions, if you prefer that word 
and if he is a great poet the world shares in hi 
dreams, and takes them seriously, and sooner o 
later tries to shape some part of its daily routu* 
in accordance with them. The -practical man 
scorns dreams, of course; but he lives by_them 
without knowing it;- 


with faltering voice he tried t 
sing "All Hail the Power of Je 
sus Name" and "Saviour, -More 
Than Life to Me," showed hp^ 
sincerely he believed and how 
hopefully he died, and as th 
sun sank below the horizon an 
vanished forever from his sigh 
he passed from time to eternity

WHEAT CEREALS 


President 
Of Defunct 
Banfe Dead 


Use of wheat as a cereal prom- 


ises to become popular since it 
has found a place at President 
Hoover's breakfast table. Miss 
Aneta Beadle of the home eco- 
nomics extension staff at Purdue 
university, calls attention to the 
fact that this ancient dish is ex- 
cellent either as a cereal or in 
combination with meat, nah or 
vegetables. It is inexpensive, 
wholesome and rich in important 
food elements. 
To cook whole wheat you first 


wash the wheat grains thorough- 
ly and soak overnight, using one 
and a half cupfuls of water to 
each cup of wheat. In the morn- 
ing add three cups of water and 
a teaspoon of ialt to each oup of 
soaked wheat. Boil gently f o r 
three and a half hours, or until 
tender, and no uncooked starchy 
flavor. If necessary, add more 
boiling water to keep the right j 
consistency. 


If you want steamed wheat in 


the morning drain the wheat and 
place in a thin layer in the top 
of a steamer. The water must bo 
'kept boiling in the lower part of 
the steamer and it is necessary 
to add boiling water during thp 
cooking period. Steam the wheat j 
for 31 hours. Sprinkle salt over 
the wheat before serving.
